GENERAL 


Bowers, Claude Gernade. My mission to 
Spain; watching the rehearsal of World 
War II. Simon & Schuster, $6. May. 


As U.S. ambassador to Spain from 1933 to 
1939 Mr. Bowers had the opportunity of 
watching at close range the developments in 
government from the days of the Republic 
through the rise of the rebels, the Civil War, 
and the victory of the Franco forces. Making 
clear his pro-Republic stand the author main- 
tains, however, a detached tone in reporting 
what he saw, with only occasional lapses into 
indignant protest at the anti-Republican, pro- 
Franco version of events that have gained 
wide circulation and popular acceptance. 
Written from diaries, personal contacts, and 
conversations, the account has been withheld 
until the writer’s retirement from public serv- 
ice. It is of value because it is one of the few 
firsthand accounts by an outside observer in 
official capacity on a neglected area of mod- 
ern history. 


Hagedorn, Hermann. The Roosevelt fam- 
ily of Sagamore Hill. Macmillan, $5. May 
V7. 

A long-time admirer of Theodore Roosevelt 
has assembled an account of the home life of 
the Theodore Roosevelt family from the time 
of Roosevelt’s second marriage to his death. 
The home at Oyster Bay is the focal point 
but the scene shifts to the White House for 
the years of Roosevelt’s Presidency. The ac- 
count is alive with anecdotes about the six 
children and fulfills its purpose of giving an 
affectionate picture of an outstandingly ac- 
tive and happy family. 


Ileana, Princess of Rumania. Hospital of 
the Queen’s Heart. Rinehart, $3.50. May 6. 
The princess who told of her Rumanian child- 
hood and her Austrian married life in I live 
again (BooK.ist 48:226, Mr 15 52) now de- 
scribes how she returned to Rumania and es- 
tablished a hospital at Bran, the family es- 
tate, in memory of her mother. She gives a 
detailed account of her experiences there be- 
fore and after the arrival of the Communist 


regime up to the time of her exile. It is a 
colorful and memorable picture of how peas- 
ant life in a small European country carries 
on almost changelessly, and a rather sad 
testimony to the last devoted efforts of royal- 
ty to serve its people. 


FICTION 


Lewis, Norman. A single pilgrim, a novel. 
Rinehart, $3. April 22. 

John Crane, manager of a timber and mining 
company in the Laos district of Siam, repre- 
sents the English colonial worker at his best 
but at a time when his kind is fast disap- 
pearing. Having worked in Siam before the 
war, Crane merely endured his leave in Eng- 
land with a wife he hardly knew, and once 
back in Siam felt the happiness of coming 
home. The pattern of life is broken, however, 
with announcement of the coming nationaliza- 
tion of the forests, and on a trip to another 
district to find other projects for his com- 
pany Crane meets a group of Viet-Minh sol- 
diers and is killed. Characterization of Crane, 
his English associates, and the native people 
and the portrayal of the setting are well done; 
the book will appeal particularly to readers 
with an interest in the Far East. 


Steinbeck, John. Sweet Thursday. Viking, 
$3.50. June 11. 


World War II brought many changes to Can- 
nery row (BOOKLIsT 41:140, Ja 1 45) but the 
novelist who created this subworld of lovable 
misfits entertains much the same sentiments 
about it. The Palace Flophouse passed into 
new hands, the Bear Flag Café got a new 
madam named Fauna (nee Flora), and Doc 
lost his old pleasure in women, liturgical 
music, and the Western Biological Labora- 
tories. Then Suzy came to Cannery Row, 
working first at the Bear Flag Café, next at 
the Golden Poppy; egged on by the others, 
she brought Doc back to his prewar content- 
ment. Taking an obvious delight in his so- 
cial pariahs, the writer broods over their 
fortunes to a point just this side of maudlin 
sentimentality.

He also discusses the need for re- 
search scientists in conservation agencies and 
for educational programs to enlist public sup- 
port of conservation policies, and includes a 
bibliography for further reading.

The recommendations for state legislative re- 
form advanced in this book grew out of a 
nationwide, four-year study of state legis- 
latures by the Committee. The members tried 
to find out ways to overhaul the obsolete 
machinery of state legislatures so that these 
bodies could resume their function as policy 
making agencies. They made a state-by-state 
survey of constitutions, representation, pro- 
cedure, councils and committees, legislative- 
executive relations, and party organization. 
The tables of factual data increase the refer- 
ence value for the student; the recommen- 
dations at the close of the chapters deserve 
the attention of government officials and civic 
groups.
